Congress has authorized respon- 
sibility pay of an extra $50-a month 
for captaifis and majors, $100 for 
lieutenant colonels and $150 for 
colonels, - Howéver, the services 

would have t@ get the money from 
Congress. 

Under the plan, five percent -of 
captains in service could be given 
the extra pay and 10 percent of 
L ee majors, lieutenant colonels and 
colonels. (In the Navy, it would be 
the equivalent ranks.)

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FOR FROZEN MOSs 
Retraining 
Best Bet 


WASHINGTON—Key to getting ahead in the 
enlisted Army,. officials said this week, are the 
monthly instructions on “frozen” MOSs. Men in 
the MOSs in which promotions are not permitted, 
régardiess of their grade and the grades in which 
promotions are frozen, haven’t much chance for 
advancement. 

These officials indicated that there is obviously 
some overstrength in those additional MOSs for 
which the Army is not accepting applicants under 
the reenlistment for retraining program. But unless 
the MOS is on both lists, it isn’t badly overstrength. 

These Army comments were made along with 
a refusal to release the Army’s requirements for 
various overstrength MOSs and the number of indi- 
viduals in each such MOS actually on hand.

WASHINGTON — “If we 
had to send our forces into 
Southeast Asia, we wouldn’t 
have airlift enough to kick the 
wrinkles out of a prune,” ac- 
cording to Rep. L. Mendel 
Rivers, summing up his im- 
pression of the first week’s 
testimony before the House 
Armed Services subcommit- 
tee on Airlift Requirements 
which he heads.

Dubbed RLT by the Army, 
and capable of transporting from 
400 to 1000 gallons of gas or other 
bulk liquids per units, they are 
actually two tubeless, synthetic rub-

In addition, 
they’ can be. paradropped. 

The Rolling Liquid Tranepertere 
were extensively tested recently at 
the rugged proving grounds at the- 
Army Desert Test Center in Yuma, 
Ariz.

Modern 
tracked vehicles — despite more 
powerful engines, easier steering, 
more sturdy construction—are not 
noticeably better off-road perform- 
ers than they were 30 years ago. 

Although the program is aimed 
at improving the mobility of the 
Army, some of the results may 
have useful applications in solv- 
ing transport problems facing civil- 
ian contractors, loggers, miners, 
agricultural managers and others.

Vet Groups 
Want NSLI 
Reopened 


WASHINGTON. — A _ House 
Veterans Affairs subcommittee this 
week began a study of the more 
than 30 GI life insurance bills, in- 
cluding “one to reopen National 
Service Life Insurance (NSLI) to 
World War iI and Korea veterans. 

Despite pressure from the four 
major veterans groups, NSLI re- 
opening is. expected to again be 
tabled, the subcommittee feels that 
the government should stay out of 
the life insurance business as much 
as possible, 

Amvets commander Harold T. 
Bere last week urged Congress to 
re-open NSLI for a two-year period 
to give those War. II and Korea 
veterans who “unwillingly” allowed 
their. policies to lapse a second 
chance at the low cost insurance. 

The Act of 25 April 1951 which 
terminated the right to purchase 
NSLI was effective immediately 
upon tits enactment. “Thus, Berc 
said, “many veterans who had 
planned te purchase this insurance 
at a future date had no opportunity 
to do s0. Reopening the door 
to the possibility of purchasing this 
insurance will help the many veter- 
ans who are now clamoring for low 
cost. insurance coverage.” 

The NSLI reopening proposal 
has passed the Senate twice in re- 
cent years but éach time was tabled, 


by the House Veterans Committee.

IN THE CLOSING months of World War II the Japanese released 
paper and silk balloon bombs with which they hoped to terrorize the 
United States. The prevailing winds carried the bombs, some explosive 
and some incendiary, across the Pacific and a few drifted down in 
western United States. On 5 May 1945, a young minister, Rev. 


Archie Mitchell, his 26-year-old wife, Elsie, and five neighbor children . 


were ambling through the mountain country near Bly, Ore., looking 
for a suitable fishing spot. The woman and children were walking; 
the minister, driving the car, was abdut 150 yards behind. One of the 
ehildren, 11-year-old Joan Patzke, saw “a white object” in the bushes.

In this Congress a bill HConRes 415, was introduced te honor 
Mrs. Elsie Mitchell and to express “Congressional recognition of 
her heroism in attempting to prevent the death of five children in 
such explosion.” The Army was asked for its opinion on the bill. 
The Army did not give an opinion but because of what it said the 
bill, in all likelihood, will not be considered. - 
What it said was nothing startling. It merely noted the evidence 
supporting the resolution is “inconclusive.” 
The statement of the bill’s backers that Mrs. Mitchell was the 
“only civilian to die in the U.S. by an enemy instrumentality in World 


War II” cannot be confirmed or refuted, the Army said. The Army

Clear ‘Frisco 


SAN FRANCISCO. —A realistic 
training exercise of the 561st Engr. 
Co. from Fort Baker will provide 
a major eontribution to clearing 
San Francisco Bay waters of float- 
ing debris. . 

The STRAC Engineer unit will 
construct a wharf at the Army’s 
San Francisco district engineer 
yard in Sausalito to help disposal 
of floating debris in the bay. The 
100 by 20-foot wharf is needed to 
dock a former Navy Yard salvage 
derrick vessel (YSD) along with 
two 41-foot Army tugs being used 
to gather debris. 

The YSD will drag a 36-foot 
twin-hulled catamaran alongside, 
with an 11l-ton capacity net sus- 
pended beneath it, to catch debris 
as it patrols bay waters from the 
Golden Gate to Suisun Bay. When 
one net is filled, a crane on the 
YSD will haul it aboard the deck 
of the craft and another net will 
replace it. 

When the six nets the craft 
carries are full, the YSD will re- 
turn to its Sausalito wharf. There, 
another crane will haul the debris 
to an incinerator at the Sausalito 
engineer yard. 

The addition of the YSD to. the 
district engineer’s fleet will step 
up debris disposal. 

Commanded by Capt. Alfredo 
G. Pieruccini, the 561st Engr. Co. 
has a combat mission of building 
or rehabilitating overseas port fa- 
cilities. 

The Sausalito wharf construc- 
tion project presents an ideal prob- 
lem of the type the unit might face

during combat Operations. In the 
planning stages for four months, 
the project will be the culmination 
of a year-long training program 
ranging from classroom instrue- 
tion through simple exercises.

A bill, HR 8276, which would make those who had served in other 
services but had at least 10 years in the Army or Air Force eligible 
for the Soldiers Home, got an unfavorable report from Army Secretary 
Wilber Brucker. The home is filled up and the rules should not 
be changed until all now eligible are taken care of; the home is “a 
real career incentive,” Brucker said. . 

THE SERVICES don‘ like Rep. Frank Kowalski’s bill, HR 8558, 
to let enlisted men who had served in two wars retire in the highest 
officer grade they have held. 

Enlisted men now must have at least 10 years of commissioned 
service before they can retire in their officer grade. 

Army Secretary Brucker, commenting on the. bill for Defense, 
said it would “dilute” existing retirement laws and “downgrade the 
position of officer in the military establishment.”. It would also be 
unfair because it’ doesn’t include warrant officers, he said. 

He also said the bill would create inequities; make an undesir- 
able exception to a long-standing law, destroy uniformity of the retire- 
ment law, and be piecemeal amending of the armed forces retire- 
ment statutes.

He is 
assisted by two advisory bodies, the National Security Council and the Joint Chiefs of 


Staff. The usual members of the Natiofial Security Council 
as to provide limited guidance in . 


president, the secretaries of state, 
defense, and treasury, the diree- 
ters of the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization and of the 
Bureau of the Budget. When 
matters affecting the military 
services are being considered, it 
is usual to invite the service 
secretaries and the chiefs of staff 
te the meeting. 

Perhaps the most important 
action of the National Security 
Council is the : 
ahnual review 
ef the “Basic 
National Secur- 
ity Policy.” 
This is the 
paper which 
undertakes to 
provide broad 
policy guidance 
for all govern- 
ment agencies 
involved in na- 
tional defense. 
Despite its portentous character, 
it is usually only some 25 type- 
written pages in length. Its text 
is often carried forward from 
year to year with only slight mod- 
ifieations. It contains a broad out- 
line of the aims of U.S. national 
strategy and a more detailed dis- 
cussion of the military, political, 
economic, and domestic elements 
te support overall national strat- 
egy. It includes no estimate of the 
necessary finances. 

The major debates on military 
strategy that I have reported 
have usually occurred at the 
time of final consideration of this 
paper by the National Security 
Council. 

Policy is Too Broad 

In its final approved form, the 
“Basic National Security Policy” 
should be the blueprint for the 
security programs of all depart- 
ments of the government and pro- 
vide the JCS with a firm point of 
departure for their strategic 
planning. 

Unfortunately, such is not the 
ease. The end product has thus 
far been a document so broad in 
nature and so general in language

Contrary te pop- 
ular impression that disagree- 
ment is common in the Joint 
Chiefs, my record indicates that 
2954 papers were unanimously 
agreed upon from Oct. 6, 1955, 
to March 31, 1959, leaving only

@ Should the “Basic National 
Security Policy” be modified to 
place greater emphasis on the 
possibility of limited war?

water to satisfy requirements when 
living on a glacier has been de- 
veloped by Army engineers. 

Developed by the Army Engineer 
Research and Development Labora- 
tories, Fort Belvoir, Va., the sys- 
tem has proved successful at Camp 
Century, the Army’s underground 
subsurface project in Greenland, 
where it is now in operation. 

The system involves melting a 
three to four foot diameter hole 
into the dense layers of the glacier, 
using a special steam driven drilling 
tool. A “bell shaped”, cavity is 
formed with continued melting, and 
water produced is stored in a sub- 
surface pend. The water is then 
brought to the surface when needed 
by a submersible type well pump.

_ The bill would have abolished the old dual 
office act and permitted retired Regular of- 
ficers to take government jobs paying more 
than $2500 a year, This was good. But it 
would have covered Defense Department jobs 
only. This was bad. Retired people should be 
able to work in any government agency for 
which qualified. In this respect, the bill didn’t 
go far enough. “is 

Having abolished the 1894 office act for 
one agency, the bill further would have al- 
lowed the Defense Secretary to certify some 
retired people to work without regard to the 
1932 dual compensation act limit of $10,000 
on total pay. Civilian employes felt this went 
too far since they themselves would not be 
allowed both “active” and “retired” pay if 
they stayed on the job. They were also mind- 
ful of veteran retention rights in case of 
RIFs. And they did not relish the idea of an 
officer getting, say $6000 or $7000 in retired 
pay, adding another $15,000 or so of civil 
service pay to it. 

The principle of the 1932 dual compensa- 
tion law is not wrong, but the ceiling is too 
low. It started out in 1932 at $3000, was 
raised a few years ago to $10,000. At least 
$15,000 can be justified now. 

Dual employment was only part of the 
Hebert bill. Restrictions against working for 
industry in a capacity involving “selling” to 
the government was another aim. Here, also, 
the original bill was faulty. Indicative was a 
provision which would have exempted from 
the selling restrictions any non-Regular of 
less than four years’ service. Regulars were 
not exempted. The committee corrected this, 
pointing out what should have been obvious 
—that a Regular with less than four years’ 
service is no more a career officer than a 
reservist in the same category. The commit- 
tee, wisely, also saw the four-year exemp- 
tion as unrealistic and changed it to eight 
years. 

The committee threw out the criminal 
penalties proposed in the original bill, re- 
tained the provisions for enrolling retired 
people working for defense contractors, set 
a uniform selling ban for two years following 
retirement during which offending officers 
could lose their retired pay, and cut out the 
sweeping reference to “indirect selling” which 
could have been interpreted to prevent of- 
ficers from taking many jobs. All of these, 
we think, were good revisions. 

But we hope the Armed Services unit will 
start its own study of the dual employment 
and dual compensation laws. We have been 
around too long to expect-any action from 
the House Post Office and Civil Service com- 
mittee. 

A sensible dual compensation bill would 
permit retired persons of any grade to work 
for any agency with a reasonable total pay 
ceiling — say, $15,000. As a safeguard for 
civilian employes it could provide that any 
employe drawing military retired pay would 
not be entitled to veteran’s preference in re- 
ductions in force. Veteran preference was 
never designed for such individuals, anyhow.

Youth Potential Great

Concerning the proposed “cold-war” GI 
bill which, according to Army Times of 
5 March, will probably not-be made into 
law, some important points are being over- 
looked. 
® The armed forces take the top half of 
American youth. The remainder are phy- 
sically or mentally unfit. In other words, 
most of those who serve in the armed 
forces are qualified to enter college. 

Making ACCT and other military test 
scores available to the Veterans Admin- 
istration should materially lessen the ad- 
ministrative cost of counselling these col- 
lege candidates. 
® The need for an honorable discharge 
to get the advantages of such a GI -bill 


, would be a motivating influence on those 


young men who are bitter because they see 
so many other young men able to avoid 
military service. 

@ Congressmen who oppose this bill tell 


us that any young man who really wants to « 


go to college can get some sort of scholar- 
ship or assistance. 

The fact remains that the country is los- 

ing the potentiality of entirely too many in- 
telligent young men because they simply 
cannot afford a higher education. Many 
of these do not complete high school be- 
cause they do not anticipate college. 
@ There is much talk about federal aid 
to elementary and secondary’ education. 
How much_of this stems from commuhities 
not wanting to pay for their own schools, 
and how much from communities unable to 
pay-for their schools? : 

In either. event, if these communities saw 
that more of their youth could go on to 
higher education, I believe that these com- 


munities would be more willing to provide 
the best possible elementary and secondary 
education. 

@ In a shooting war, the best of Ameri- 
can youth will be called upon to fight and 
perhaps die. By starting now to educate 
more of these young men, when war comes 
there will be some of them (over age or 
with family deferments) left behind to 
keep things going and to rebuild after the 
war. 


A trained civilian reserve is as important 

as a military reserve ‘to the survival of a 
nation. 
@® There is another argument that any 
who receive federal funds to pay for their 
education should be sworn to uphold the 
Constitution. 

I don’t remember anything in my oath 
which put a time limit on my loyalty and 
allegiance to the United States, and I’m 
pretty certain that draftees take this same 
oath. So, those getting the advantages of 
a “eold-war” GI-bill have already sworn al- 
legiance to the United States. 
stated on page 15 of Army Times, 
6 March, that the VA estimates the cost 
of a new GI bill to be $2.7 billion by 1973. 
We will probably give away that much in 
military and economic assistance to each 
of many questionable allies during the 
same period. Will these allies miss a few 
bucks slipped out from the: bottom of their 
pile each year? 

These are my arguments for a “cold 
war” GI bill. They are probably all out- 
weighed by one argument against it: The 
men now in Congress want to maintain 
their jobs. Their opposition to this bill is 
understandable. Were any significant num- 
ber of their constituents to become edu 
cated, it is unlikely that these: Congres#- 
men would long hold office.

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Armor Association 
Loss Would Hurt

HERE are rumors that the last of the 
combat branch associations—The U.S. 
Army Armor Association—wil!l soon dis- 
appear, going the way of the Infantry Association, 
the Coast Artillery Association and others which 
have in the past served to knit together the mem- 
bers of each of the combat arms. 
There is 
this step. 
There is Ho question that seperate’ associations 
for each of the combat arms (and for that matter 
for each of the other branches of the Army) 


_contributes to cliquishness. In so far as they do 


this, they oppose the concept of “One Army” which 
has been so strongly endorsed by Army Secretary 
Wilber Brucker and the U.S. CONARC command- 
er, Gen. Bruce Clarke. 


* 

IT IS ALSO true that in today’s Army there is 
less and less requirement for officers, particularly 
in the higher grades, to specialize in one type of 
warfare—footslogging, mobile, fire maneuver—at 
the expense of the other types. The c t arms 
officer is supposed to be a generalist who can fight 
a combined arms team. 

And in the Assocition of the United States 
Army, all. those who want to further the interests 
of the Army, regardless of branch or arm or serv- 
ice, are supposed to: join. 

Yet, if the Armor Association and its magazine, 
“Armor,” disappear, a dangerous thing will have 
happened. 

There will be one less publication (and with the 
disappearance of the “Infantry Journal,” the “Artil- 
lery Journal” and other magazines like these, it 
is the last) in which thoughtful young (and old) 
men can express unorthodox ideas about that area 
of warfare in which they are skilled. 

The “Infantry Quarterly” and “Artillery Trends” 
are both sponsored by the respective branch cen- 
ters which put them out. While this is to some 
extent true of “Armor,” it has an editorial office 
separate and distinct from the Armor Center, 
— physically hundreds of miles from Fort 

Ox. 


This makes for greaver freedom of editorial 


content. 


A magazine whose goal is to present the Army 
position to the general public, such as “Army” 
magazine, does not have room in its pages for 
as much of the kind of freewheeling thinking, fol- 
lowed by sometimes vitriolic discussion, which the 
“professional” military journals used to contain. 

CONSOLIDATION of the Armor Association 
into the AUSA and loss of “Armor” magazine will 
be one more step toward conformity when there 
should be room within the to encourage 
individuality in thinking, initiative in developing 
unorthodox solutions. 

There is also, it seems to me. room for the 
fraternal and social assocition, not only for Armor 
but for Infantry and Artillery as well. I have heard 
no rumors that the Airborne Association is about 
to be swallowed up into the AUSA in the interests 
of “One Army.” 

The absence of an Infantry Association in which 
the traditions of the foot soldier are preserved and 
fostered has resulted, it seems to me, in a loss of 
prestige for the entire Army, not simply the in- 
fantryman, 

And regardless of the efforts of Maj. Gen. 
Verdi B. Barnes to create in the Artillery corps 
a feeling of esprit and a sense of professional 
status, his attempt would be made easier by the 
existence of an Artillery Association. 

If the Association of the U.S. Army were the 
senior association in rank to associations not only 
of the combat arms but to the existing associations 
and societies in which the technical services take 
part, the esprit of the whole Army would be im- 
proved, its prestige would grow, its position become 
stronger. 

The entire Army is too large an organization 
for individuals to feel the close kinship that asso- 
ciations of the branches foster. To give a place 
for self-expression and to foster the closeness that 
comes in membership in a group small enough to 
identify with, branch associations have their place. 
I hope rumor is wrong.

scientifically, to speak of “near” and “distant” 
orbits, but at least the meaning is clear. 

If it is said that the first manned capsules will 
be ed into a low orbit it is obvious that this 
statement refers to an orbit which is not very far 
from the surface of the earth. If, on the other 
hand, it is said that an orbital television camera 
which is to assist weather forecasters needs a high 
orbit, it is just as clear that the TV camera will 
have to be pretty far away in order to obtain a 


large field of view. 


While the general meaning is clear, the average 
listener remains somewhat unsatisfied. Just how 
low is a “low orbit?” How many miles between his 
head and the low space capsule passing above him? 
Actually this question is the same as is often asked 
with the words “how high is our atmosphere?” be- 
cause the lowest possible orbit is the one which 


is just above the atmosphere. |

The height of 
northern lights, aurorae, has been found to vary 
from 40 to 400 miles. But while there is nowhere 
a real boundary the number of atoms and of mole- 
cules per cubic inch of space steadily diminishes 
with distance from the surface. And there comes a 
point where there are too few of them to offer any 
measurable resistance to a fast moving body such 
as an artificial satellite. 

This height is, by sheer accident, of course, a 
round figure, namely 100 miles. 
an artificial satellite could be put into a circular 
orbit, but it would not last very long. It is still 
influenced to some extent even a little above 100 
miles but it will stay in orbit for more than a hun- 
dred revolutions around the earth.

requirements. 

“We intend to study very closely 
the results of this new step in pro- 
ficiency pay in planning the future 
shape and direction of this pro- 
gram.” 

Thus is was obvious that DOD 
not only might change the pro- 
gram in the future but also would 
use it as a vehicle for an attack 
on overstrength MOSs. 

The Air Force gives all of its 
pro pay to its critical skills but 
the Army spreads it through most 
of its MOSs as a career incentive to 
keep its best men in all skills.

Troops Fire 
‘Flying TV’ 
Station 


‘ WASHINGTON — A_ Redstone 
ballistic missile carrying a “flying 
TV station” for the first time was 
fired by Army troops at the White 
Sands Missile Range, N.M., it was 
announced by the Army in Wash- 
ington. 

The miniature television station 
was designed to enable a ground 
commander to see actual target 
damage inflicted by the missile 
from a receiving station miles 
away 

The latest Redstone shot was 
fired under tactical conditions by 
Btry. A of the 40th Field Artillery 
Group, which just returned to the 
United States for training after 
being in Europe since June 1958. 

Housed in a small capsule, the 
camera is ejected from the Red- 
stone during flight. While falling 
to earth, it takes pictures of the 
impact of the missile warhead, and 
the resulting damage. The receiv- 
er for the pictures was 75 miles 
from impact in the test although 
the Redstone has a normal range 
of 200 miles. 

Battery A is the same unit which 
first conducted a troop firing of the 
Redstone at Cape Canaveral, Fila., 
16 May 1958. For the TV test, it 
was supported by the 630th Ord- 
nance Company of the 40th Group 
and the 209th Artillery Group, the 
latter from Ft. Sill, Okla. 

The Redstone is a surface-to-sur- 
face missile capable of carrying 
either a conventional or nuclear 
warhead.

fied and should not then have been 
made public. The Army did release 
those figures and Army officials 
have abselved.Army Times of any 
security break in that case. 

Officials said that men with apti- 
tudes in normal MOS areas would 
be doing both themselves and the 
Army a favor to volunteer for re- 
training out of an overstrength 
MOS into an area of shortage.

earlier reported, promotion quotas 
will be put out by MOS under the 
PQS. Department of the Army will 
then be able to funnel promotions 
into. those areas where there are 
acute shortages of top-ranking 
NCOs and specialists and keep the 
number of promotions in other 
areas, even those not overstrength, 
at a low figure to bring the enlisted 
grade structure into balance in 
terms of grades and skills. 
Officials agreed that men who 
make the transfer now from an 
overstrength to a critically short 
MOS will be in the best position to 
benefit from this type of promotion 
control when the PQS goes into 
effect because they will not only 
be school-trained but will also have

Hearings on Pay Boost to Begin This Week. 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


oa House Post Office and Civil Service Committee was to start hearings on pay raise 
legislation for classified and postal employees this week. 


The committee set a deadline of 
30 April for finishing the hearings. 
That would leave plenty of time for 
a bill to pass both Houses if the 
committee approves one. The Sen- 
ate Civil Service unit, meanwhile, 
has said it will take up the pay 
taise question as soon as the civil 
rights filibuster is over. The group 
had earlier started an exploratory 
hearing to determine if a raise is 
needed. 

The House group will take up 
postal rate increases shortly 
after it finishes the pay hearings. 
The postal increases, requested 
by the President, are not too 
popular with Congress. But the 
Committee is aware the President 
would not accept a raise bill 
without the rate increases. 

In fact, it is not at all sure the 
President would sign the pay bill 
even with a rate increase. In his 
budget message, which called for 
the postal charge hike, he spoke 
vigorously against federal salary 
boosts. What the President wants 
is a long-range study of all federal 
salary systems, with a view to 
modernizing the whole government 
setup. 

THERE HAVE BEEN 65 Civil 
Service pay raise bills introduced 
in the House — just about all of 

them calling for a 12.5 percent pay 
raise for classified employees and 
over 20 percent for postal eni- 
ployees. 

Hardly anybody really believes 
a raise of that size will be passed. 
If anything, the raise approved will 
be about five or six percent for

But 
there is a maneuver by which its 
sincere backers hope to get it 
through. 

A temporary raise was voted for 
certain postal employees three 
years ago that expires this year. It 
almost has to be made permanent, 
The plan is to tack a classified 


raise as an amendment onto this.

DOUBLE TIME 

Q. I have heard that double time 
retirement is given to men who 
served in China at.one time, When 
does it apply? 

A. Double time is credited for 
China service to men who enlisted 
before 25 Aug. 1912. It is not given 
to men who enlisted later. (See AR 
635-230, par. 8d (1).) 

JUST ADD IT 

Q. In determining the number 
of overseas service bars, may a 
few months served in World War II 
he added to time in Korea if that 
would give an additional bar? 

A. Yes. (See AR _ 670-5, par. 
148c.)

PRE-1958 PAY 
Q. Prior to the 1958 pay. law, 
what was the pay of EMs with two 
years and three years of service? 


A. It was identical for the two 
groups. It is as follows: E-7, 
$222.30; E-6, $187.20; E-5, $163.80; 
E-4, $140.40; E-3, $117; E-2, $101.40, 
and .E-1, $98.80. 


RETIRED PAY START 


Q. When a member retires on 
length of service, does retired pay 
start from the date of application 
or the date application is approved? 
is approved? 

A. Neither. It starts with the 
first day of the month following the 
month the application is approved. 


TRANSPORTATION 

Q. My son was entitled to trans- 
portation with me overseas as a 
dependent. But during the trip 
he became 21 years of age. Will I 
have to pay the government for his 
travel? 

A. No. His entitlement to the 
transportation is based on his age 
as of the effective date of your 
orders for the PCS move. (See 
Joint Travel Regulations par. 7067.) 


MISSED MOS TEST 


Q. While I was on TDY I missed 
the MOS test. Is there any way I 
can make it up now that I am back 
at my post? They tell me I will 
have to wait a year. 

A. The test should have been 
given to you while you were on 
TDY. We do not know of any way 
to make it up. However, we sug- 
gest that you check again with your 
personnel office, giving all the 
facts—whether you knew the test 
was being given, what your tem- 
porary station said about it, etc. 
The Army is required by law to 
withdraw your pro pay if you did 
not take the test.

THE COMMITTEE VERSION of 
the Hebert bill is expected to pass.

officers’ pay was suspended last 
spring because the Defense De- 
partment wanted “a better look” 
at the proficiency pay program for 
enlisted personnel. 

Once the study is resumed, he 
said, the services would be asked 
to report on what “billets” would 
be assigned the bonus pay. 

The DOD will insist that it be 
given out in a uniform fashion and 
that may become one of the chief 
stumbling blocks because of the 
vast differences in the types of jobs 
held by officers in the services. 

There has been lively background 
debate among officers in the serv- 
ices as to who should be granted re- 
sponsibility pay. The Air Force 
wants it for its SAC pilots and other 
top technical officers. For that rea- 
son, it is pressing for the extra pay. 

The Army and Navy have not 
explored the problem at any length. 
The Army, it is reported, would 
like DOD to: lay down some ground 
rules on who should get the ad- 
ditional money. 

One big drawback to responsibili- 
ty pay, it was argued, is that once 
it is given it could be taken away 
as Officers, more so than enbisted 
men, are shifted from line to staff 
duty.

WHILE House passage for the 
much-discussed bil] appears pos- 
sible, its fate in the Senate is still 
very uncertain. Senate Armed 
Services committee members have 
ignored the bill this session.

John Stennis (D., Miss.), chairman 
of the subcommittee that would 
consider the measure, apparently 
has not changed his position from 
last year, when he said any move 
to increase retired cost must be 
accompanied by an overall review 
to seek savings. He mentioned such 
possibilities as a contributory sys- 
tem.

“Because that draft law is in 
effect, and because these young 
people are forced to perform na- 
tional service for all, directly or- 
indirectly by that law, we should

The legislation also drew support 
this week from the Michigan Coun- 
cil of State College President; the 
National Education Association;

Berc, a Chicago attorney, told the 
Committee his organization has 
“no vested interest” in the legis- 
lation, was supperting it only be- 
cause of its value to the nation. 
However, Bere said he believes 
the peacetime bill should be less 
liberal than the present Korea War 
Gl Bill. The Amvets-backed pro- 
posal would provide cold war vet- 
erans one-day of educational en- 
titlement for each day of military 
service but at the $110, $135 and 
$165 subsistence rates. 


THE KOREA GI Bill provided 
one and one-half days of school aid 
for each day of service. 

The cold war GI Bill which passed 
the Senate last summer would put 
the education benefits on a loan- 
grant basis. Scholastic achievement 
would’ be the key to whether a 
veteran in college received a loan 
or grant after the first of the year. 

This amendment drew criticism 
from Dr. Malcolm M. Willey, aca- 
demic vice president of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. 

He said -it -~was his conviction 
“that the benefits should not de- 
pend - upon arbituary percentage 
point in. class standing, but rather 
should he related to satisfactory, 
progress toward a -degree.

Army officials released this week. 

The Army needs simultaneous 
tactical airlift of 955 aircraft ¢a- 
pable of moving better than 11,000 
tons of men and ecnipment a dis- 
tance of 500 miles if STRAC is to 
be an effective force. 

Maj. Gen. Ben Harrell, assistant 
DCS for operations at US CONARC, 
presented figures to the subcom- 
mittee which indicated that using 
the three principle types of planes 
available in the USAF. Tactical 
Air Command, it weuld require 
367 C-130, 41 C-119 and 88 C-123 
aircraft to put down the assault 
echelon of an optimum force if 
STRAC is committed to action. 
Backing this force un as a Reserve 
would be 6 C-130s, 381. C-119s and 
72 C-123s. 

Harrell’s heavily censored ‘testi- 
mony. did not show the numberof 
battle groups that: would ‘meke up 
the assault and reserve echelons of 
such a force. 

However, in testimony before 
Harrell’s, the Army Chief of Staff, 
General ‘Lyman “L. ‘Lemnitzer said 
that the ‘Ariy felt that ft should

battle -groups’ and their combat 
equipment to. any trouble ‘spet:in 
the world within hours of the 
time that the order has been 
given to move.’ 

The figures used by Harrell are 
about those needed te move a two- 
battle-group assault force. 

FOR EXAMPLE, in the reserve 
element there are six C-130s. Said 
Harrell: 

“C-130--airerzft are required to 
lift the M-56 SP antitank guns. of 
the battle groups.” 


There. are «six M-56 Scorpiens 
per battle group in the airborne 
division, indicating that the reserve 
force would bring in one battle 
group and reinforcements and 
equipment for the first two 
dranped. 

The total requirement for 
“simultaneous tactical airlift’—of 
two battle groups and their imme- 
diate backup—comes to 373 C-130s, 
422 C-119s 160 C-123s.. 

‘Although the Air-Force refuses 
to release figures showing the 
number of each type of aircraft 
in TAC, it admits that TAC ean- 
not meet this Army requirement. 

The Army’s overall requirement 
is based. according to Lemnitzer, 
on the belief that “the lift of a 
two-clivision foree anywhere in the 
world, within a period of four 
weeks, (is) a necesserv, reason- 
able and atfainale gat.” 


HE ALSO pointed eut that in 
the delivery of Army forces irito 
the objective area, the action must 
be taken: 

“a: In the right sequence—by 
that I mean that the right troops 
with the proper equipment are 
landed in the proper order in the 
area.

The 
fact that “The Senate Armed Serv- 
ices committee cut out the full year 
credit for Reserve time for officers 
because the group thought such 
credit was wrong” tends to strength- 
en my stand of retired pay for ac- 
live federal service only. 

We must also then hold, in the 
light of the current view of legisla- 
tors, that a special interest group 
“sold” to Congress the full credit 
basis of Reserve time for retirement 
purposes in the case of officers 
when legislated in the past.

Specialist System 


Good, But Misused 


APO 301, S.F.: Regarding one of 
the Army’s newest personnel inno- 
vations, the specialist rating system, 
it would seem there has seldom 
been a more meritorious plan sub- 
jected to such gross misuse ‘and 
therefore injustice to the individ- 
uals concerned. 

It is my understanding that the 
plan was put into effect for the 
purpose of physically distinguishing 
capable men, trained and proficient 
in leadership of troops on the bat- 
tlefield from equally qualified men 
trained and skilled in the numer- 
ous specialities that are also neces- 
sary to the function of the Army. 

While these (the specialist) skills 
do not usually require field leader- 
ship capabilities, they do require 
an equally high degree of capability 
and are certainly equally important 
to the service in this rapidly ap- 
proaching age of the automated 
Army with nuelear power at its im- 
mediate disposal. 

However the specialist is, in fact, 
certainly not treated in the same 
respect as the NCO in the same 
pay grade. In reality he finds him- 
self in a position somewhat lower 
than his pay ‘grade equal and is 


|in many ways subjected to gross 


discrimination. 

To cite specific examples of this, 
in the mess hall where I eat the 
sergeant E-5’s eat in the NCO din- 
ing room, enjoying the privilege of 
pretty waitresses, while the Sp5’s 
stand in the chow line and eat with 
the lower fours. This same situa- 
tion existed at an overseas replace- 
ment station I was at on the West 
Coast, coupled with the further in- 
justice that they (the Sp5’s) were 
also picked for details while the 
sergeants were not. 

To further intensify the injustice, 
these men work side by side with 
men in identical jobs and MOSs 
that wear stripes but do not enjoy 
their privileges and prestige. I am 
not familiar with the conversion 
system that was used when the 
specialist system was put into ef- 
fect but it must have been rather 
haphazard to have converted so 
few men when so many are actually 
in Specialist positions. This is very 
evident when one considers the 
rarity of seeing a Sp6 or Sp7 and 
then further considers the vast 
number of specialist spaces that 
exist in the service. 

While the system is basically a 
meritorious program, its misman- 
agement has caused a gross injus- 
tice to many individuals and .this 
form of. prejudice should be im- 
mediately eliminated.

In Ivory Carving Art

YUKON COMMAND, Alaska. 
-—As the icy winds from the 
Bering Sea howl through the 
Arctic winter night, the Eski- 
mos of Nunivak Island return 
to the ancient art of their fore- 
fathers, the art of carving ivory. 

The hunters of the island 
have, for centuries, stalked the 
giant walrus 
and gathered 3 
‘the ivory 
tusks to carve. 
From father 


to son, the art 
of fashioning 
useful _ tools 
and beautiful 
ornaments 
has been 
handed down. 

With tools 
much the 
same as those used centuries 
ago, the Eskimos now fashion 
jewelry and ornaments for sale 
on the “outside.” 

Here in Fairbanks, do-it-your- 
selfers have been learning the 
art under the guidance of Army 
PFC: Daniel John, a native of

Nunivak Island. John, now leay- 
ing Alaska for Fort Campbell, 
Ky., has been instructing classes 
in ivory carving under the aus- 
pices of the Fairbanks USO. 

Although modern science has 
perfected machines which will 
speed up and nearly duplicate 
the Eskimo’s methods, John pre- 
fers to perform the delicate art 
in the same way he learned it 
from his father. 

USING a file and hand fash- 
joned chisel John shapes the 
ivory into seals, foxes and other 
wildlife of his native island. 

As he discussed his art, the 
23-year-old tapped his forehead 
with one finger and said: “To 
do this, you must have it in 
your mind.” In other words, 
concentrate. 

Ivory carving, to Daniel John, 
is more than an art. It is a 
heritage of which he is proud. 
As he talks of his father, he tells 
how “the best carver” made his 
own tools, grinding down a file 
into a scraper, putting on a 
razor sharp edge by hand and 
the hardening the tool by fire.

An Army Failure 
Became a Hero 


GRANT MOVES SOUTH, by ries Catton. Little 
Brown, Boston $6.50.

GOMETIMES it seems as though there are about as many people 

writing books about the Civil War these s as there were 
soldiers in that struggle just 99 years ago. Well, of course, there 
really aren’t that many authors refighting the brothers’ conflict in 
thousands of well and poorly chosen phrases, but it’s a rare week 
when at least a couple of new books on the War Between the States 
fail to flip off the humming presses. 

No Americgn writer has ridden the crest of this mania for Civil 
War literature more successfully than -has Bruce Catton, now editor 
of American Heritage magazine. At least none since the death of Dr. 


Douglas Southall’ Freeman, who set the tide in motior with his 


magnificent volumes on the Confederate side of that war. 

, While Mr. Catton, in half dozen books on various phases of that 
war, has approached it from the Union point of view, he depicts the 
Southerners with commendable objectivity. --And in none of his 
books does Mr. Catton “give the devil his due” more than in 
“Grant Moves South,” which is now climbing to the top of the 
best-seller lists, only weeks after publication. 

Though this is Catton’s second book on Gen. U. S. Grant, this 
treatment is totally unlike his “U. S. Grant and the American Military 
Tradition.” And certainly it is a far better researched and more skill- 
fully written book. 

Catton picks up the career of the dogged “Sam” Grant where the 
late and brilliant biographer Lloyd Lewis’ book, “Captain Sam 
Grant,” left off. Lewis had intended to write a trilogy of books on 
Grant. Unfortunately Lewis died, but Lewis’ research notes. were 
preserved and Catton has used these in putting together this second 
volume of the three volume set. Nobody is more ideally suited to 
pick up this work and carry it forward in just about the same way 
Lloyd Lewis would have done it. ‘ 

AFTER NEARLY a passed, the career of Gen. Ss. 
Grant seems almost incredible. By all the rules of the soldier trade, 
he should have been a total flop as a high commander, or even as 
regimental colonel, the highest post to which he aspired in 1861. 
He had left the Regular Army seven years before, in disgrace and 
close to a court martial. 

What is more U. S. Grant did not like soldiering and seldom 
acted like a West Point trained professional and never managed 
to look like one, nor did he try to, Furthermore, Grant was some- 
what overly fond of the bottle. This habit had brought on his 
original trouble with his superiors and led to his resignation. 

In civilian life back in Galena, Ill., the ex-Army officer was a 
pitiable failure. He tried farming and failed. He clerked in a store 
and failed. He tanned hides and failed to get on. Only two years 
before he was a national hero, U. S. Grant was trying to make a living 
selling stove- wood. 

But U. S. Grant had one great quality, he could and would fight, 
and fight with a cold courage and dogged determination that more 
than made up for his lack of polish and his blind spots where grand 
strategy was concerned. Where other more bookish Union generals

short. I tried to ‘stretch it’ and 
spun out.

The younger son was shot 
down over Yugoslavia, but es- 
caped capture with the aid of 
partisans.

Billie’s feeling for jazz music (and this was not an outside thing 
as it is with most jazz singers), her compulsion to swing, her 
matchless time (meaning rhythmic time) and her very sound added 
about. 

Sidemen on these tracks include Oscar Peterson, Barney Kessel, 
Benny Carter, Harry Edison, Charlie Shavers, Flip Phillips, Ray Brown 
and Ben Webster. 

Although Billie’s earlier records with Teddy Wilson may be 
better, the musie on this set will meet the test of time admirably, 
I’m sure. And Leonard Feather does a fine job with the liner notes, too. 


TO MY MIND, one of the best records of the year, meaning last 
year, was “Back to Back” (Verve 8317) which featured Duke Elling- 
ton, Johnny Hodges and Harry Edison. More of the same, with the 
quality of music nearly as high, is a new LP called “Side by Side” 
(Verve 8345). Ellington is on three of the tracks; Hodges and 
Drummer Jo Jones on all nine; and other musicians include first- 
class ones such as Edison, Ben Webster, Roy Eldridge and Wendell 
Marshall. .Webster is superb on “Let’s re in Love” as is Brown on 
“Bend One.” Highly recommended. ay 

PIANIST BERNARD PEIFFER is a current favorite of several 
critics, notably Barry Ulanov and Leonard Feather, who will no doubt 
enjoy “Modern Jazz for People Who Like Original Music” (Laurie 
1006). You may, too. Some of us, however, find the talented Belgian 
lacking in pianistic touch, to begi= with. 


ANNIE ROSS, best known for her trio rp Bia with Dave 
Lambert and Jon Hendricks, sings a.collection of fine ballads on “A 
Gasser” (World Pacific 1285). Featured sidemen are tenor saxo- 
phonist Zoot Sims, one of the very best of those deeply influenced 
by Lester Young, and pianist Russ Freeman. Miss Ross is currently 
very popular with many hip people. Although I do not for a moment 
doubt that she has a feel for jazz and has far more musical sense 
than most singers, she seems a minor talent at best. Perhaps the 
very idea that a female singer can.be at home in a jazz atmosphere 
still enables the singer to be tagged as something special. In any 
event, and although comparisons are odious, while listening to this 
set I could not help but recall how well Helen Forrest, for example, 
used to sing these kind of rhythmic ballads. And no one made a 
big fuss about her singing. Oh, well. 


DIG the vigorous Cannonball iii Quintet? Then you will 
eertainly want Riverside 12-311, a-set recorded at the Jazz Workshop 
in San Francisco. Group features brother Nat Adderley on cornet and 
pianist Bobby Timmons. Adderley was, of course, influenced deeply 
by Charlie Parker. 


OSCAR PETERSON, one of the greatest jazz pianists of our time, 
teams up with arrangements and orchestra conducted by Russell 
Garcia (Swinging Brass with Oscar Peterson, Verve 8346). Peterson 
plays very well, as always, but I question whether this is, by any 
means, “as swinging an album as he has ever recorded,” as Leonard 
Feather suggests on the liner notes. ‘ 


POOR SOUND hampers Thst Happy Dixieland” by Jimmy 
McPartland and company P(RCA-Camden 549): Tunes ate ones that 
have been played over and over again but.there are some good solos 
by Cutty Cutshall, Bob Wilber, Ernie Cacares, The amplified guitar of 
George Barnes sounds somewhat out of place, although this view

WASHINGTON—This is the third article in the latest Army Times 
survey of housing conditions in and around Stateside Army In- 


formation for this series comes from post’ billeting and 


officers.

Readers should remember that conditions may change rapidly at 
Army posts, particularly in school and vacation areas. More next week. 


Detroit 


QNE SET of mobilizatién type quarters 
is available at Detroit Arsenal for a 
period of seven days for incoming officers 
with families. This will include 4 bed- 
rooms, bath, kitchen privileges and TV- 
recreation room. 

Off-post overnight accommodations are 
normally available close to either OTAC 
headquarters or Detroit Arsenal. 

ere are 150 sets of Wherry quarters 
adjacent to Detroit Arsenal. Sizes and 
rentals, including utilities, are as follows: 

1 bedroom $ 85 a month 

2 bedroom 95 a month 

3 bedroom 105 a month 

These quarters are equipped with re- 
frigerator, stove and disposal unit. 

Ten sets of government quarters, 
ped with refrigerator and stove, are lo- 
cated at Detroit Arsenal. Occupancy of 
these quarters requires forfeiture of 
quarters allowance; however, movement 
from temporary housing may be made at 
government expense. Because of the lim- 
ited number, there is generally an ex- 
tended waiting period for these quarters. 

Private rentals are available in the De- 
troit area ranging in price from $95 to 
$125 a month, depending on size, facilities 
and neighborhood. There are also many 
new housing developments in every sec- 
tion of the Detroit area in every price 
class. 

BOQ are usually available at Fort 
Wayne, which is about 22 miles from De- 
troit Arsenal and two miles from Head- 
quarters, 1501 Beard Street. 


Fort Eustis, Va. 


THE Transportation Training Command 

at Eustis dées not have sufficient fam- 
ily type quarters to accommodate assigned 
personnel. Assignments are made in strict 
adherence to AR 210-14, utilizing a point 
system and designation of key staff and 
command positions. 

While key position personnel have a 
lesser time to wait for quarters, some de- 
lay in being assigned can be expected. 

The following shows the number of 
family quarters at Fort Eustis, allocations 
and approximate waiting time for the

PRIVATE HOUSES and apartments in 
mearby Williamsburg, Yorktown, Hamp- 


ton, and Newport News are normally avail- 
able. Two-bedroom, unfurnished apart- 
ments and houses rent from $75 to $100 
per month; three and four bedroom units 
are more difficult to obtain and rent at 
proportionately higher rates. The cost of 
utilities usually is not included in rental 
fees and in some cases stoves and re- 
frigerators are not furnished. For the con- 
venience of incoming personnel, the Fort 
Eustis Billeting Office, in cooperation 
with local chambers of commerce and real 
estate agents, maintains an up-to-date rec- 
ord of available off-post housing. 

An 80-site post trailer park is located on 
post for the convenience of enlisted per- 
sonnel owning their own trailers. A two 
year waiting period to acquire post trail- 
er lots should be anticipated. There is an 
adequate number of commercial trailer 
parks located within a short distance of 
Fort Eustis. 


A centrally located 31-unit guest house 


operated by the post exchange is available 


to both officers and enlisted personnel ar- 
riving or departing on a permanent 
change of station. The original reserva- 
tion for this facility is limited to three 
days, with extentions up to seven days on 
a space available basis. 


Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind. 


Hi's# Indianapolis rental costs coupled 

with a minimum number of govern- 
ment quarters at this installation have re- 
sulted in a housing problem nothing short 
of critical. 

There are 45 permanent government 
housing units on post available for field 
grade officers and 39 permanent units for 
top three graders. All such units are pres- 
ently occupied with a variable waiting 
period for vacancies, depending on the ap- 
plicant’s rank and time in grade. 

In addition to permanent housing, there 
are 15 sub-standard units for company 
grade officers and enlisted men. Under 
current Army policy, personnel living in 


‘these quarters are entitled to a rebate 


on their quarters allowance. This is based 
on the average rent and utility rates for 
comparable civilian quarters in adjacent 
communities. Since high living costs in 
nearby Indianapolis tend to reduce the re- 
fund, many families prefer to apply their 
— towards more modern civilian facili- 
ties. 


Quartermaster furniture for the dining 
room and kitchen, including refrigerator 
and electric range, is available upon re- 
quest. Bedroom and living room furnish- 
ings are not available. 


IN ADDITION to government quarters, 
299 Wherry housing units are available, 
40 of which are currently unoccupied. 
Wherry rents range from $88.30 for a one 
bedroom apartment, to $101.05 for two 
bedrooms, to $114.00 for three bedrooms. 

Off-post housing is readily available in 
one of several modern housing projects a 
few miles from post, northeast of Indian- 
apolis. Purchase price for these houses 
$20,000. Rentals in this area are limited 
and average rent for a two bedroom, un- 
furnished house, five to 20 miles from the 
Post, is approximately $100 per month, 
plus utilities.

tions. 

HOUSING in Baltimore city and vi- 
cinity, with rents beginning at $100 per 
month, generally can be secured without 
too much difficulty. The billeting officer 
maintains a list of available housing in the 
area and will give you all the assistance 
possible in finding quarters adequate for 
your needs.

THE. surrounding communities do not 
offer a great deal in the way of adequate 
housing for military personnel assigned 
te Fort Huachuca.

FAMILY housing here is classified in- 


adequate and is critically short. Hous- 
ing in the nearest town, Barstow, 37-miles 
away, is éxpensive and in short supply. 

In Tiefort Village, the family housing 
area, there are 200 two- and three-bedroom 
houses and 76 trailer spaces. However, 
140 Capehart units are approved for con- 
struction in calendar year 1960. 

In available housing, one room serves as 
‘kitchen, dining room and living room. 
The standard bedroom size is 8-by-12 feet, 
and the bathroom is 4-by-6 feet.

THE NORMAL waiting period for hous- 
ing is three to four months for officers 


A and eight to twelve months for enlisted 


personnel, depending on the number of 
bedrooms desired and assigned. 

--Some few officer and enlisted personnel 
holding key positions are given a housing 
priority which appreciably shortens the 
waiting period. 

Three bedroom houses are assigned on a 
sliding scale involving availability, num- 
ber of children and rank. If available, a 
three-bedroom house will normally be as- 


signed to a family with two or more chil- 
dren of different sex more than six-years- 
old. 


GRADES E-3 and below are not assign- 
ed family housing, and only E-4s with 
four or more years service are assigned 
housing, then only when waiting lists in 
higher grades are exhausted. 

All houses are equipped with an evapor- 
ative air cooler, refrigerator, stove, water 
heater and space heater. Furniture can 
be rented from Quartermaster, but the se- 
lection and supply-is limited. 

Additional information on housing is 
available through the Information Office, 
Army Armor and Desert Training Center,

Qs Post housing for both officer and 

enlisted personnel is in short supply. 
Officer dependent quarters consist of con- 
verted hospital wards varying in size from 
two to five bedroom units.

The-enlisted quarters consist of some 
328 Lanham Act wood frame homes, single 
and multiple type units ranging from two 
to four bedrooms. The waiting period for 
two bedroom units is one to three months, 
three and four bedroom units one to three 
months, and five bedroom six to eight 
months.

THE AVAILABILITY of “off-port hous- 
ing” in Columbia and surrounding close in 
area is considered good for two bedroom 
homes and multiple type dwellings. Ren- 
tal rates for this type housing are within 
reason. Housing projects are near to bus 
service, schools, churches and shopping 
centers. 

Where requirements exist for three 
bedroom or larger accommodations, the 
purchase of a home is the most economi- 
cal method. In most cases closing costs 
are very reasonable and payments can 
‘be arranged within budgetary allow- 
ances. 

In most cases, rentals are furnished 
with stove and refrigerator only. Few 
homes can be found where a family can 
“move in” without their own living, din- 
ing and bedroom furnishings.

At present there are 1435 sets of per- 
manent quarters for officers and 2559 
permanent units for eligible enlisted per- 
sonnel.

Capehart quarters consist of duplex and 
multiple row-type units. 

Upon completion of the phasing out of 
Lanham Act housing, there will be 29 sets 
of temporary quarters on the iristallation, 
available for assignment to key civilians 
and officers.

Study of Soviet Generator 
_May Aid Reactor Program 


BALTIMORE, Md, — A Russian- 
built thermoelectric-generator, used 
to convert heat from a kerosene 
lamp. into electricity for radios in 
remote Asiah areas, is being 
examined by scientists at the Mar- 
tin Co., whére similar direct con- 
version principles have been 
applied to nuclear heat sources. 

The bulky 20-pound Russian 
device has been in production for 
about two years, but it was only 
after persistent efforts that Martin’s 
procurement department located 
an export model in England, 

In the Russian generator, a series 
of thermocouples is arranged 
around the -upper portion of a 
kerosene lamp. As each set of 
elements is\heated at one end by 
the lamp, a small amount of elec- 
tricity flows through the pair. 


New Device 
Will Test 
Space Gear 


BUFFALO, N, Y. — A device 
capable of generating temperatures 
almost twice as high as the sun’s 
surface is being developed at Bell 
Aircraft Corp’s. laboratories here 
to test materials for satellites and 
space ships of the future. 

Called a plasma-jet. generator, it 
used the extreme heat released by 
plasma, the fourth state of matter, 
to produce temperatures up to 18,- 
000 degrees Fahrenheit. oe 

The plasma-jet generator uses a 
high-intensity electric arc to sepa- 
rate. the molescules in gases — 
such as nitrogen or argon — then 
expels the charged gas particles 
with great force through a small 
nozzle. The gas particles re-combine 
and this energy of reassociation 
produces the extremely high tem- 
peratures. 

With little more additional equip- 
ment, ‘the Bell generator coul 
produce temperatures up to 40, 
degrees. 

One of the major difficulties with 
a plasma-jet generator is to keep 
it from melting. This is accom- 
plished by surrounding the jet area 
with a water jacket.

Engineers at Martin here have 
used this basic principle, discovered 
in fhe early 19th century, in design- 
ing such devices as the so-called 
SNAP units (Systems of Nuclear 
Auxiliary Power) for the - Atomic 
Energy Commission; but in those 
units the heat is supplied by the 
decay of a small amount of tightly- 
sealed* radioactive material. Thus 
the units can operate continuous- 
ly in remote locations for months 
or even years without refueling, 
depending on the radivisotope used. 

The energy conversion group 
studying ‘the unit was set up re- 
cently by Martin to_press research 
in» thermoelectricity and other 
means of converting heat directly 
into electricity without thé use of 
moving parts. Eventually, such 
methods will be used in connection 
with nuclear reactors. The group, 
under the direction of Dr. Mostafa 
E. Talaat, is examining the kero- 
sene-fueled generator to evaluate 
Russian technology in direct con- 
version.

WASHINGTON — Motor vehicle 
fatalities in 1959 resulted in 46,000 
life insurance death claims for a 
record total of $127 million, ac- 
cording to the Institute of Life In- 
surance.

FORT GORDON, Ga. — Military 
and civilian motorists here will be- 
come speed control conscious—and 
officials hope safety conscious—if 
they heed the warning of a giant 
speedometer (speedminder) now in 
use on main thoroughfares by mili- 
tary policemen from the post 
provost marshal section. 

A first at Fort Gordon, and prob- 
ably a first throughout the Military 
Police Corps, the speedometer is de- 
signed to give the individual motor- 
ist an opportunity to check his ve- 
hicle’s speedometer accuracy, and 
at the same time, stress speed con- 
trol in connection with the Army’s 
safety education program. 

The speedometer, located atop a 
military police patrol car, is 18 
inches in diameter. Its face is visi- 
ble to the motorist at a safe driving 
distance.

The BBB offers some tips to the’ 
consumer which. should ‘be prac- 
ticed whenever purchase of a used 
car is considered: 

®.A reliable dealer: will nei 
hesitate to make clear to the buyer 
that a-ear is being sold “as is” and 
that it probably does have some 
defects. The price he is asking 
is commensurate with the condi- 
tion of the car. . 

The unreliable dealer, however, 
makes verbal. representations and . 
guarantees on cars by hiding 
the “as is” term in small print 
in the contract which the pur- 
chaser signs. This makes it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, for the pur- 
chaser to force the dealer to com- 
ply with the verbal “guarantees.” 

@ If you are asked to sign a 
paper before you make a driving 
test, be sure it is not a sales ¢con- © 
tract. If a deposit is required, get 
a receipt which clearly states that 
your money will be refunded if 
you are not satisfied. 

® Don’t sign any conditional 
sales contract which is blank: or 
without knowing the cost of (1) 
financing and (2) insurance. 

® Don’t expect $400 for your 
old jalopy when you know it is 
worth only $50. Concentrate on 
how much it is costing you to buy 
a car.

IF SOMEONE offered you $1000 — no strings attached and no shady 
dealings involved — would you turn it down? 
Not if you were in your right mind, probably, but you may be 
doing just that without realizing it. 


‘We're talking about scholarships for sons and daughters of service 
families. 


According to the US. Office ef Education, more than 237,000 

schoiarships are available and many of them are going begging 

- because people don’t know they exist. Many of them, too, have been 

created specifically for the use of children of service families. 
if you are among those whe have in the past thought of scholarships 
as a form of charity — please stop doing so now. The College Entrance 
Board. has ruled that. any. family with an income of less than $10 or 
$12 thousand a year needs help. in getting the children through college. 

' THAT MAKES ABOUT 90% OF SERVICE FAMILIES ELIGIBLE 
FOR SCHOLARSHIPS FOR: THEIR CHILDREN. 

Requirements for some ‘scholarships list “financial ‘need” as a 
qualifécation. \ After talking to a number of people how have served : 
on scholarship committees, I have come to the conclusion that the 
phrase is a “sleeper” that snuck in — no one knows why. Certainly, it 
does not .mean that the family must be suffereing from malnutrition or - 
living in a shanty without hot or cold running water to qualify an off- 
spring for a college scholarship. 

Most scholarships are given without regard to sex, race; religion 
or political affiliation. Scholastic standing is important, as are 
recommendations: frem teachers and a good moral character. 

I've looked over a ‘stack of publications that list educational scholar- 
ships and have come to the conclusion that the best one for service 
families is put out by the Department of the Army. . Called “Educa- 
tional Scholarships and Concessions Information for Dependents of 
Active, Retired and Deceased Military Personnel — 1959 — AGPS-AW,” 
the pamphlet lists schools (by state) that have scholarship programs, 
as well as 26 organizations interested in specifically helping children 
of service families. It includes information on qualifications and ad- 
dresses where application blanks may be gotten. 

In addition, 1959-AGPS-AW explains the National Defense Student 
Loan Program under which the National Defense Education Act of 
1958 established.a program permitting a student to borrow (in one year) 
up to $1000, and during his entire course up to $5000. 

The student must sign a note for the loan, agreeing to start repay- 
ment within one year after he stops being a full-time student, and to 
complete repayment within 10 years. Interest on the loan is 3% a 
year. However, no interest accrues until the beginning of the repay- 
ment period. 

The Act also provides that up-to 50% of the loan (plus interest) 
may be cancelled if the borrewer becomes a full-time teacher in a 
public elementary or secondary school, 

Although the National Defense. Education Act does not give pre- 
ference to military dependents, the War Orphans Educational Assistance 
Act of 1956 was established for children of servicemen who died as a 
result of a disability or disease incurred in line of duty during World 
War I, World War II and the Korean War. 

Under the War.Orphans Act, persons between 18 and 23 are eligible 
— although under certain conditions students may begin schoo] before 
their 18th birthday and may continue in school beyond their 23rd 
birthday. 

This Act provides for a period of educational assistance up to 36 
months (or the equivalent in art-time training), and pays $110 per 
month to full-time students; $80 per month to students attending school 
on a three-quarter time basis and $50 per month for those attending 
on a half-time basis. 

So, if your student is an Army Junior who may not be able to 
go to college next year because there’s not enough money in the 
family treasury, write to The Adjutant General for pamphlet “1959- 
AGPC-AW,” Washington 25, D.C. for a list of available scholarships. 

Most scholarships are awarded in the spring for the following fall 
term — so write now.

Add eggs and beat 
well. Add salt, baking powder and 
as much flour as necessary to make 
a batter that will drop from spoon. 
Heat shortening or chicken fat in 
baking pan (9x9x2) and fold into 
batter. Turn batter into pan and 
bake in preheated 375-degree oven 
30 to 40 minutes, or until nicely 
browned and a table knife inserted 
comes out dry.

SHOOTING

ON SAFARI, Uganda: The buf- 
falo, three old bulls with the larger 
of the trio wedged between the 
others, stood under a bit of thorn. 
The range was not less than 125 
yards, about three times too far. 
I like, when I. wallop my buf, to 
find powder burns on ’'em. The 
game is anchored that way. 

“I’m not going to shoot at any 
distance. like this,’ I whispered 
to my white hunter, “can’t we om 
up to about 40 yards?” 

“Bloody sorry,” Mike Hissey, my 
hunter, was apologetic, “If we drop 
into this grass , 
up ahead you 
cannot shoot. 
That grass is 10 
feet. It’s thump 
him from here, 
I fear.”

yards, I was quite sure of that. 
But I wanted to make sure it was

I 
held for the point of the shoulder.

WASHINGTON—LE. Col. Joseph 
W. Cooch, an Army preventive 
medicine officer, is visiting several 
Near Eastern countries this month 
to survey U.S. Army medical units 
in these areas and to determine 
what medical problems they face.

later we were behind a small ant 
hill. The range was about 45 yards. 
Just my distance! 

I waited until a big herd bull 
turned suspiciously to view the 
ant heap. The wind, some slight 
rustling of our clothing had be- 
trayed us. Head up, muzzle pointed 
at us like a cocked pistol, he was 
about to investigate or turn tail 
and take with him the entire herd. 
It was mow or never! 

I put this 460 round inte the 
brisket. Right below the stick- 
ing place. Smack through his 
big ticker. Four tons of driving 
forge hit that buf squarely in 
his engine room at pistol range. 
But he didn’t die in his tracks. 
The big, black hunk scarcely 
staggered. 

He whirled to run and on the 
shot the herd spun about like so 
many King Ranch cutting horses. 
My buf went with them. You do 
not dare fire into a herd of buffalo 
even though you have a clear bead 
on your wounded animal. You 
may shoot clear through him and 
wound a second brute. The white 
hunter is required by law to fol- 
low up any wounded game. 

I stood and. watched my bull 
carry the fast mail. 

He ran for 60 yards and fell 
dead. If he had decided to charge 
he’d have overrun us by a good 
margin. 

Again, Hissey and I had stalked 
into a band of buffalo in the forest. 
The herd, some 40 to 60 animals, 
were scattered about feeding. The 
wind was right and we slowly 
worked our way around the right 
flank aiming to thump a big bull 
who grazed near a great umbrella 
thorn.- We crawled and sweated 
until we were under the thorn 
and the great black target not 
more than 40 yards to our front. 

“Wait until he turns broadside,” 
Hissey directed. 

I DRAPED the 10%-lb. Weather- 
by over a limb. I determined that 
this time the buf was going to 
take one that would split has heart 
in two. He turned. The big rifle 
gave up its bellowing challenge. 

The bull staggered but did not 
fall. He plunged ahead, then 
tumbled to the ground. But he 
was no sOoner down than up again. 
This time he swung away from 
me. The second shot hit him in 
a hindquarter and ranged through 
his entire length, lodging under 
the skin behind the left. foreleg. 
He fell. .We approached, guns at 
the ready; the bull was down but 
far from dead. He struggled to get 
his feet under him: A third shot 
through the spine finished him. 

The first bullet had gone through 
both shoulders.
